V TO SEND PACKAGES 


IN CHRISTMAS SEASON 


With the approach of Christmas tne} 


rush to ship packages intended for tne 
holidays is on, and uniess steps are 
taken in time, there is liable to be con- 
gestion on the last few days betore 
Christmas with everyone trying to get 
a package shipped at the same time. 

Having this in view, the Southern 
xpress Company, through Colonel Ww. 
W. Hulburt, for many years in charge 
of the office in Atlanta, offers the fol- 
lowing sage advice to the shipping 
public: 


“Ship your pacKages early, that’ they 
may get to destination and be delivered 
to consignee in ample time for Cnhrist- 
mas. Send a postg)] card notice to tne 
consignee advising him — the date of 
shipment of the package 

‘Tse wooden boxes for packing—it 
may cost a few cents more, but the 
canger of loss or damage is very much 
reduced. 

“Write the address in full on the box 


‘with ink or crayon—tags are frequently 


torn off and lost. When packages 4re 
sent to a city the street and number 
should always be plainly shown. When 
it is sent to a small:town, the county 
should also be named so that if there 
are two towns of the same name in 
one state, no mistake can be made. Vo 
not mark anything with card marks 
tacked on—they are easily rubbed Off. 

“Insist upon a receipt, and see that 
the amount paid is on the receipt, and 
the value of the package deciared 
thereon. 

“Write your own address in full in 
the lower left-hand corner of the pack- 
age and enclose a card in the package 
bearing your address, that you may be 
ncitified in the event of loss of con- 
signee’'s address. 

“Use strong wrapping paper, not 
newspaper, if not convenient to ship 
in boxes, and tie with a strong cOru. 

‘If the package contains anything of 
a perishable nature, write the word 
Perishable’ in large letters on the DOx 
to insure special attention for its de- 
livery. 

“Remember that glass will not carry 
without breakage unless properly 
packed. If you send a jar of preserves 
im a package of nice dress goods and 
the jar breaks, you spoil your goods. 

‘Do not put any money or Valuables 
whatever in a freight package. The 
way to ship money is to put it in @ 
package by itself and take a money Tre- 
ceipt for it, otherwise express com- 
panies are not responsible. 

“If the above suggestions are ob- 
served by all, it will greatly assist in 
assuring prompt delivery of your 
Christmas presents in good conuition. °

“The action of the supreme 
means that the case will be

Carolina. Mr. Rountreé, Mr. Abney,

went to Washington on November 30, 
presented the petition for a writ of 
certiorari, and submitted an argument 
and brief in support of their position. 
“The two hearings in the United 
States court and the court of appeals 
will not prejudice the case in the high- 
est court in the country,” continued 
Mr. Rountree. “It will be just as if, 
the case had never been tried be-. 
fore.” 

The commissioners contended that the 
certiorari ‘should be gtanted because 
of the conflict betweefi the decisions of 
the supreme court of South Carolina 
and the circuit court of appeals for the 
fourth district, ag to the duties and 
liabilities ef said commissioners, The 
former court having decided that the 
commissioners were officers and agents 
of the state, and that a suit against 
the commissioners was a suit against 
the state of South Carolina, and the 
latter court having decided that the 
commissioners were not officers or 
agents of the state, but mere trusteés 
within the jurisdiction of the United 
States circuit court, and that Judge 
Pritchard rightfully appointed receiv- 
ers for the fund in their custoay.

Otto Black, a prominenet merchant in 
Dayton, Ohio, came to Georgia about 
three years ago, and while On his way 
to Roswell to see the old Roosevelt home, 
bought a horse from one Horstman, 
which proved to be stolen. Black was 
convicted together with Horstman and 
sentenced to ten years in the penitenti- 
ary. Subsequent to Horstman’s sen- 
tence of tep years, it is stated, he con- 
fessed in jail that Black bought the 
horse, not knowing it was stolen, and 
that he (Horstnvran) and a negro stole 
the horse from Mr. Humphries.

FREEDOM OF POLITICAL THOUGHT IN THE SOUTH. 


The remarks of Walter H. Page, editor of World’s Work, in introducing 
President-elect Taft to the guests of the banquet of the North Carolina 
Society, of New York, have elicited widespread press comment. - 

The Constitution reproduces Mr. Page's remarks in full, since his com- 
pelling plea for the rational political independence of the south is based upon 
the same broad premises for which this paper has argued insistently for

“! am leaving party polities severely alone,” declared Mr. Page, “but 
I am speaking to a national and patriotic theme.” It is in a similar spirit 
that The Constitution approaches the discussion of his statements. To tire 
principles ‘which underlie original democracy and which differentiate it with 
unmistakable sharpness from the republican tenets of today, our allegiance 
has always been, is now, and ever will be, absolute and unimpeachable. 

That fact does not prejudice our right to criticise the political attitude of 
the south with reference to national politics; rather does it give to such crit}- 
cism 2 force and sincerity it would not possess; coming from externaj 
sources. | 

Scoring the hard and fast political alignment of the southern states, 
and the foregone nature of its position on every issue that divides the parties, 
Mr. Page thus discusses the penalty for such artificial solidarity: 

The south, therefore, neither contributes to the nation’s political 
thought and influence, nor receives stimulation from the nation’s 
thought and influence. Its real patriotism counts for nothing—is 
smothered dumb under party systems that have become crimes 
against the character and the intelligence of the people. 

In other words, the south is a political paralytic so far as the power to 
initiate and make effectual policies that affdcet the nation is concerned. It, 
is a hopelessly neutral element in the government of the nation, since it is 
obviously helpless either to efficiently onnose or efficiently inaugurate meas- 
ures thet have to.do most intimately with its welfare and its development.

This was followed by a citation from 
the constitution directing "what use the 
taxes g0 collected should be used: 
“_._.__gre hereby set apart and devoted to 
the support of common schools.” 

This was followed by the argument 
that the proposition that the taxation 
of a subject is totally inconsistent with 
its destruction. and it was alleged the 
legislature was without power to pass 
this law. 

The third main point of attack was 
based upon that section of the state 
ecnstitution which provides that no biil 
shall become a law uniess it receive a 
majority of the votes of all the mem- 
bers elected to eachhouse of the gen- 
eral assembly, and shall in every in- 
stance sO appear on the journal. 

This contention wes followed by the 
statement that the original bill as 
passed in the senate received the 
requisite constitutional majority. and 
that it went to the house, where its 
caption and almost its entire body was 
stricken and changed, completeiy alter- 
ing it, and fhat in this form it received 
the constitutional majority of the house, 
but when it was returned to the senate 
for adoption, as amended, these amend- 
ments were adopted, as the journal

Claims Law Is Void. 


‘Paragraph 14, article 3, section 7 of 
the constitution of the state of Geor- 
gia, which is found [n code section 
5771, is as follows: 

“ “No dill shail become a law. uniese 
it sball receive the majority of the 
votes of all the members elected to 
each house of the general assembly, 
and it shali in every instance so appear 
on the journal.’ 

“It follows that if the bill fails to re- 
ceive @ majority of all the members 
elected to each house of the general 
assembly, and this fact does not appear 
on the journal of the house and sen- 
ate, the law is void. 

“Senator Hardman introduced a bill 
in the senate, which, according to Its 
title, prohibited the following things: 
The saie of spirituous, malt and intoxi- 
cating Uquors within the state of Geor- 
gia.” You will observe that there was 
no effort to prohibit the manufacture 
of any kind of Mquors in the state of 
Georgia and none to prohibit the man- 
ufacture and sale of ‘malt’ liquorg in 
the state of Georgia, unless ‘malt’ 
Hquors were intoxicating. This bill re-

Conferences today, however, developed 
that a number of the leaders . believe 
the action should be taken by a repub- 
Hican menPber of the senate, and.,it was 
suggested that Senator Burrows, chaiT- 
Man of the committee on privileges and 
elections, would ®® the proper person 
to offer the resolution. Senator Bur- 
rows has not yet consented to do so. Ft 
is likely that the resolution will be in 
the identical terms of the house resa- 
olution providing for the appointment of 
a select committee of five to consider 
the whole subject. The resolution, tf 
offered, will be submitted to the senate 
on Monday. 

It is evident that the house does not 
intend to take any haety action in the 
matter.

Paris, December !12.—Philippe Bunau- 
Varilla, formerly Panama minister to 
the United States and ence an engineer 
engaged in the construction of the 
Panama canal, takes the gloomiest of 
views concerning the prospects of the 
canal. He says the cost will be $280,- 
000,000, double the estimate made by 
the United States. 

“It ig to render a service to the 
United States to affirm that the plan 
that ig now being carried out will re- 
sult almost surely in the greatest 
disaster in the history of public under- 
taking,” he says. 

“The existence of the canal depends 
on the Gatun dam, I and all the French 
engineers who studied the question are 
absolutely convinced that the nature of 
the ground makes certain the destruc- 
tion of the dam that is being erected. 
The recent accident at the Gatun dam 
confirms this view. 

“The American engineer attributes 
the sinking of the dam to heavy rains 
acting on the blue clay subsoil. What 
would happen if, instead of rain, there 
came 85 feet of water, exercising a 
pressure of 21-2 atmospheres? It was 
the same situation that caused the dam 
at LaBoca to be abandoned as imprac- 
ticable. The only remedy is to remove 
the Gatun dam 16 kilometets to Mira- 
flores,”

Ofsthe clergy generally is a mark of 
disloyalty, which oniv bring sorrow 
to yourselves and pain to the victims. 
The manner in which some people speak 
of the clergy as a dependent or infe- 
rior class of men is without any founda- 
tion in fact In my acquaintance with 
several hundred clergymen of this 
enurch, I do not know one who {s not, 
in the time, labor and attention expend- 
ed, honest!y and rightfully earning more 
than the living which he receives. If 

could, with me, look into their 
see the struggle which many 
a One has to live respectabdly, as 
udtion demands. and to meet his proper 
obligations, as man 
must, your views would from 
disfavor to admiration. 
Clergy Must Be Gentlemen. 

“T am glad to say that 
eur clergy in this diocese is 
average. But it is smal! 
hundred dollars will not 
Travazant habits in any gentleman of 
our time: ard our cler@~y must be and 
vou expect them to be gentlemen. They 
heve a right to marry, they 
are better far with the associations 
and pleasures, yea, with the sorrows of 
family life.

him. Harold Hangover, a coming young twirler, was pitching for the Willow 
Swamps, and he was somewhat of a chemist in private life. He invented*a 
ball called the “firebug,” and had it saved up especially for this game. 

Hangover carried a specially prepared powder in his pocket, which he 
rubbed on the ball just before delivering it. It was so scientifically made 
that friction would cause the ball to burst into flames just before reaching 
the batter, and even if he should meet It squarely, {t would burn a hole right 
through the bat. Great difficulty was encountered in catching this ball, so the 
catcher had to submit to the substitution of an open fireplace with a short 
chimney to carry off the smoke. He would stand alongside with a pair of 
tongs, and the minute the ball would arrive he would grab it out of the 
embers, dip it in cold water, and toss it back to the pitcher.

As the ball finally hit a virgin forest it burnt its way through Nke « 
lighted cigarette through tissue paper. Nothing could impede fts fiery prog- 
reas.

for Tallulah thoroughly organized. 

The work began with a little enter- 
tainment, known as “A Trip Around 
the World,” gotten up by Misses Moss 
and others, from which was realized 
$62.69, the beginning of the fund for 
the building. which is now in course of 
erection. Many of the citizens became 
interested and placed their names on 
the subscription lists, but the sums for 
the most part were small, and the prog- 
ress of -the ywoark was slow. 

The report which is submitted today 
for the Federated Clubs telHs the story 
of the past three,years, as to how the 
money for the school has been raised, 
In 1906, when the federation met at 
West Point, it adopted the Tallulah 
Falls work, and since that time the 
various clubs have been acti@e in rais- 
ing money for the building.
